Rho steadfastly refused 
to leave tho White Iluuse. believing 
that It was her duty to remain by tho 
president as long as he was compelled 
to stay In Washington. 


One of her chief relaxations durln|( 


her Illness was to peru.so the newspa- 
pers nml tell tbe president what sho 
rend In them concerning him and his 
administration.

tills work sho 


brought a breadth of vision, a com- 
prehension ami xplrlt of lofty charita- 
bleness which has bcca of luiuiuusc 
value to tho president, who has not 
personally had the time from hla otll- 
clul duties to keep posted on the state 
of public opinion as expressed In the 
newspapers. Whenever the president 
was praised for Ills work Mrs. Wilson 
was enthusiastic, and when ho was 
criticised she. never failed to nnd a 
silver lining. 


"Take Care of My Husband." 
lu one of hor last conscious moments 


she said to Dr. G"ay.sou, "Doctor, If I 
go uwny promise me you will take 
good euro of my husband." 


Mrs. Wilson died In thu big bedroom 


at tho southwest corner of thu Whito 
House overlooking tho Totomye river. 
Tim president sat beside, her. holdlni; 
her hand, and on tho other hide of the 
bed knelt her daughters—Mrs. William 
G. McAdoo, .Mrs. Francis B. Sayre and 
Miss Mjirgari't Wilson. 


A touching incident occurred the day 


ot Mra. Wilson's death. 
When Mrs. 


Wilson first came to Washington she 
was deeply Interested In the Improve- 
ment of tho alleys and slums. Tartly 
a» n result of her Interest, a 1)111 was 
Introduced In the house for the recla- 
matlon of tho pest spots. No action 
was taken, nnd It bud not btiou dlu- 
cusscd much recently. 


Her Dying Request. 


While the president was alttlnR nt 


Mrs. Wilson's bedside she recalled her 


Interest )n the slums and mentioned 
that It would add much to her hap- 
piness If tho pending Mil could bo 
passed. Tho president mentioned fho 
mutter to Secretary Turoulty nnd ask- 
ed that something be done about the 
bill If iioHsllilo. 


Sir. Tumulty discussed the bill with

Bryan,

Jlollis and Ilnghcs and Chairman 
Johnson of the house District ot Col- 
muulu committee. All promised to In- 
tel pst their friends, and Representative 
Johnson, returnine to the cnoltol, 
called n meeting of his committee, 
where It was decided io report the bill 
favorably nt tfne,e.

AMERICAN NEUTRALITY HAS 


BECOME SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


Prompt Steps Taken For Observance of 


Prvmident Wilson'a Proclamation. 


Tho magnitude of the problem of 


American neutrality in the interna- 
tional war into which Europe has been 
plunged, what it may mean in the fu- 
ture in the international relations of 
the United States and how great its 
importance may prove to Americans 
at present have coine, sharply to tbe at- 
tention ot the administration at Wash- 
ington. 


Prompt steps have been taken to see 


that the president's proclamation of 
neutrality is observed to the letter. In- 
structions have been telegraphed to 
every collector of customs throughout 
toe country to sec that it is observed 
nnd that vessels clearing from Ameri- 
can ports make out the necessary 
papers. 


Commanders of revenue cutters from 


Eastport, Me., to Seattle and Nome, 
Alaska, have orders to give every pos- 
sible assistance to customs offices to 
avoid violations of tbe proclamation.^ 
The cutters' cruising grounds cover 
every mile from Maine to G-slveston 
and up tho Pacific coast 
For the 


present their officers and men will act 
In conjunction witu the customs offi- 
cials lu port. 
If there are reports, 


however, of strange expeditions in the 
windings of the coast where there are 
no collectors and if the smuggling of 
arms is attempted the cutters will be 
sent out on patrol duty. 


Very soon now the wheat crop, much 


of which goes normally to Europe, 
will bo at the seaports clamoring for 
ships and passage. American owners 
will be anrtous to sell, and no one 
doubts that some of the belligerents 
will wish to buy. Whether wheat will 
be contraband of war and whether the 
United States, as a neutral, can permit 
it to be loaded for shipment to n na- 
tion at war are questions. Wheat is 
only one of the many tblngs which 
Europe usually takes from this nation 
which may be regarded as contraband. 
There is some question even as to 
whether gold is free from the ban. 


The Mareo of Mohammed. "

how to arrive at a selection ot the very 
best At last snya Country Life, he 
hit upon the following scheme: For 
three days and nights the mares were 
kept without water; then they were 
loosed and, as might have been expect- 
ed, tore madly off to tho'lr usual wa- 
tering place. Just as they were on 
the very brink of the water tbe tram- 
peter blew tbe war signal or assembly. 
Maddened with the thirst, the mares 
forgot their training, all save five, who, 
forgetting their own urgent need, gal- 
loped back at once to seek their mas- 
ters. These five mares -were set apart 
by Mohammed as representing tbe pick 
of his stud, and from them, we are 
told, descended the best and noblest 
breed of horses. 


The Midnight Sun. 


At certain seasons of the year, owing 


to the position of the earth, there is a 
territory In the arctic circle where the 
sun is above the horizon for weeks or 
months continuously, shining at night 
as well as during the day. Thus at 
North cape, Norway, the sun is above 
the horizon continuously from May 12 
to July 29 and at Bodo, not far from 
the arctic circle, from June 3 to July 
7. Even in the extreme south of Nor- 
way there is no darkness from tho 
end of April to tbe middle of August 
In the wiuter, on the other baud, tho 
sun is not visible at the North cape 
from Nov. IS to Jan. 23 nnd at Bodo 
from Nov. 15 to Dec. 27. There is 
only a twilight at midday. In the ex- 
treme south ot Norway the sum is 
above tae horizon for six and one- 
half hours at midwinter.—Philadelphia 
Press.

Channel Islands' Customs.""' 


The Channel islands—where there la 


Btill In every day use a patois almosC 
identical with the Norman E*rench spo- 
ken by William the Conqueror—ore the 
home of <rther quaint antiquarian rel- 
ics. A. local politician whose election, 
as jurat had t>een annulled by the royal 
court of the Island on the ground of 
his having been sentenced to a term V 
of imprisonment some years ago knelt 
bareheaded at the entrance to the 
courthouse and erclalmed, "Haro, 
Haro, Haro, a 1'alde, mon prince, on 
tne fait tort." The effect of this ap- 
peal, technically called the "dameur 
de Haro," is to stay proceedings until 
the petitioner's case has been heard. 
In modern times the cry has most fre-A. 
Quently been raised to interrupt "build- 
Ing operations on land ta which tha 
title is disputed—much to the annoy- 
ance of unsuspecting- strangers who 
have settled In the islands without be- 
ing aware of this curious tradition. 
Popular etymology expiates "Haro" as 
an abbreviation of "Ha, Hollo!" thus 
ranking the cry a direct appeal to the 
first Duke o£ Normandy, 


The Most Accurate Machina. 


The world's most precis€» piece of 


machinery is doubtless the Rowland 
dividing engine, owned and operated 
by Johns Hopkins university, Balti- 
more. This machine, the Invention of 
Professor Henry A. Rowland, long the^ 
hend of the physics department in that 
institution, was devised by him to rule 
diffraction gratings on glass or metal 
for use in the most delicate kind of 
spectroscopic work in the place of the 
glass prisms that are commonly used 
to form the spectrum by splitting u^ 
white light into Its component colors. * 
These gratings consist o£ five parallel 
lines so close together that they can 
be separated only by a microscope oC 
the- highest power. Accuracy is meas- 
ured nowadays by the -limit of error. 
The Rowland gratings are not perfect 
because perfection is Impossible, but 
their limit of error Is one-millionth of 
an inch, which makes the engine that 
Is able to draw them the record hold- 
er for accuracy.—Literary Digest.

the celestial equator, and have no 
manner of use for astrological constel- 
lations.—New Tork American,
